Judge Elb!ott in tho stroots of Frankfort, aud 
was ncquittod anil sout to tho insane asylum 
at Anchorage, from which lie escaped, but 
roturnod a £ow dayfl ago broken down and 
dying. 


Gen. Butord was passionately dovotod to 


Tom and bankrupted hirnsulf in defending 
him. His financial troubles, tha loss of his 
sou, a promising young rnau, and his broth- 
ijr's misfortunes, woro tho causo of his com- 
mitting tho act. 


Gun. Abraham Buford, familiarly known 


over tho south and west as "Old Abo Buford," 
caino of a family that traced ita origin to tho 
French Buauforts, aud his immediate nucod- 
tors ivoro wealthy luud-ownors in Virgiuia 
and Kentucky, who had thoroughbred horses, 
and implanted tho lovo of racing in Ken- 
tucky. Tho Alexanders, Blackburns and 
Bufonls wero wealthy Blue Gross farmers, 
but all of thorn havo brokon up except chu 
Alexanders. In tho Mexican 
war 
Gon. 


Buford was brevoted ou tho Hold for bravury 
buforn tbo walls of Buoaa Vista.. In 13C1 ho 
raised several regiments ot Kentucky cavalry

A Xcpriblo "\Viir Engine Invented by 


n Vankoo GcnliiM. 


[Boston Cor. Chicago Tribune.] 


Up to this dato nothing l)»s been written or 


printed about it, but tbe inventor, a tveli- 
Iraown buildor ot 
locomotives aud 
tba 


originator o£ many valuablo and ruinous 
machines, bos so far developed bia pluus Mia: 
ho is willing to speak of thorn in a general 
•way while ho holds back for the presont tho 
secret details of manufacture. 
To fully up- 


prociatQ the invention ono must ima^ino a 
bugo steel monster, turtlo-sbaped, impreg- 
nable to tbe most forciblo missilos of tho 
artillery, creeping ovor the face of .the earth 
and raiiu'ng from tho machine guns within it 
showers of bullets and dynamite bombs which 
work terrible havoc among tho enemy. Tho 
shell of this "war turtle," as tho inventor has 
christened it, is to bo made o£ tool steel 
thick, heavy and massivo, which no missiles 
can penetrate. It will move on broad wheels 
shod with black rubber bands, which can 
take a strong bold on tho ground, ostablisb- 
ng so grout a traction that tho turtle can 
climb steep hills, driven by on enormous 


Riiio concealed within ite body. 
"OC course," says the inventor, "tho weight 


of the turtle, which must carry ammunition, 
petroleum in tanks beneath tbe steel skirt 
md men to man tho guns and steer tho fight- 
ng land craft, will'bo enormous, but I bave 
carefully studied and calculated and find 
that I can get enough power from tbe on- 


o to move witb sufficient rapidity and 


clear away whatever obstacles tho enoiny 
•night erect to stop tbe turtle's progress." 
rho sharp, knife-like edges of tho iconstor 
vill bo able to cut .down small trees nnd 
hrubbery, a:id tho terrible force of tbo en- 
;iao will bo sufficient to plunge it through 
ubstantial " barricades. 
Two pilots, pro- 


tected from sharpshooters and stray bails by 
icavy plates, -will have positions in the steel 
head of the creeping battery and guide it by 
a peculiar mechanical apparatus; and the 
guns, pointing in all directions, will be able 
;o discharge C,000 balls a minute. ID the 
ail of the turtle, so to speak, is to bo placed 
a machine capable of hurling twenty dyna- 
mite bombs a minute, throwing them so far 
.but the turtle- will bo out of range when 
hey explode. 
The inventor, wlio'is no Darius Green with 


lifi flying machine, but is known as a clear, 
evel-heuded man, says that of course the 
urtlu with its guns 
and dynamite will 


eem impractical to the average engineer 
and rnechuuic, but be insists that ha can 
build it and work jt successfully whenever 
the government shall Lave need of such a 


ible ivcapou and 
death-dealer, "Until 


that time, probably, tho essential details oJ 
manufacture will bo kept secret from all' 
savo a few intimate scientiilc friends who arc 
nteresteU in the development of the scheme. 
Tbe inventor, whose s-jno cannot bo given 
it present, was lead to couceivo of his light- 
ing turtle after noticing that, while the mosl 
important changes in naval warfare had 
jeen made during recent years, tho notable 
mprovements in land fighting were few and 
ar between.
